“These estimates have been Wousked | 


out very carefully, as compared to the 
condition of the various roads at the 
close of the season of 1932. The item 
of snow removal is based on the ave- 
rage cost for the past three years, 
at fifty per cent., a3 we were not 
very favorable to very extensive work 
to keep the roads open for motor traf- 
fic. Truck traffic is increasing every 
year and we find many who do not 
give proper consideration to the con- 
dition of the roads, by the loads 
which they carry and by the speed at 
which they drive. Some precaution 
should be taken by the Council to 
see that they comply with the High- 
ways Act, as thousands of dollars of 
damage on the roads is dane in cer- 
tain seasons of the year. It would we 
quire a two mill rate to finance the 
proposed expenditures and no consid- 
erution is given to the continuing of 
the paving program, as we do not 
think that under the present condi- 
tions of the taxpayer that we could 
recommend any at this season. But, if 
conditions improve sufficiently by the 
time of the June session, it could be 
taken up at that time. 

In regards to wages, we are of the 
opinion that a decrease to correspond 
with the economic condition through- 
out the County would be justified. 

The amount of $5,000.00 which was 
voted in the December session to 
continue work in the north has been 
expended. One hundred and se- 
venteen men in December and one 
hundred and three men in January 
have been given work. The work is 
now all completed. 


The Superintendent's ledger, ac- 
counts, and pay sheets have been 
audited by auditors from the Ac- 


countants’ Department of the-Depart- 
ment of Highway3, and the report of 
the expenditures has been completed 
and forwaded to Toronto on Decem- 
ber 22, 1932, and a cheque of 50 per 
cent of the expenditures will be cre- 
dited to the County of Hastings be- 
fore the end of this month, The state- 
ments of expenditures for construc- 
tion, maintenance, machinery, super- 
intendency, etc., have been placed on 
the table. If any of the information 
regarding any of the statements is 
not clear to any member of the Coun- 
cil, kindly -bring in your request, and 
the Superintendent will explain any 
details so that you all may thorough- 
ly understand the various expendi- 
tures. : 

The patrolmen have not yat been 
notified of their appointments, of 
the section which they will patrol.

service would be greatly appreciated. 
We ask your generous co-operation so 
that we may obtain good value for 
the expenditures involved.” 

The estimates call for an expend- 
iture of $78,765.00 as against $88,- 
523.60 spent last year. General ac- 
counts are extra, not chargeable to 
any road, such as machinery, and 
repairs, tools, quarries, pits, compen- 
sation, salary, stationery and printing 
will total $9,000 this year as against 
$12,446.65 in general account last 
year. Emergency account calls for 
$3,985 against $1,749.21 last year. 
The total expenditure estimated is 
$91,756, against $102,919.52.

15 days in the common jail . 

Brant was arrested by the R. C. 
M. P. on Wednesday after a search 
of his home the previous day by the 
Mounties. Armed with a _ search 
warrant the officers visited the Brant 
home on the Reserve on Tuesday and 
found a quantity of home brew beer 
hidden away in a room upstairs. The 
beer was confiscated but owing to his 
absence, Brant was not arrested at 
the time. The next day while proceed- 
ing to the Brant residence the officers 
came upon the accused man, who re- 
lated he was giving himself up to the 
authorities. His trial immediately fol- 
lowed.

Lacking the ob- 
jectionable and sometimes dangerous 
hulls, these oats can be fed safely 
either whole or ground and remark- 
able gains are reported.

Belleville and district housewives 
availed themselves to the fullest mea- 
sure by purchasing to the limit, when 
prices sharply declined on the Belle- 
ville market on Saturday morning, 
Not in many years hav2 the prices 
of all farm produce dropped as they 
did on Saturday, with the exception 
of butter, which incidentally sold for 
22c and 23c a pound. 

Eggs dropped off in price a cent 
or two, when pullets eggs sold for 
l4c and 15c a dozen with hon's eggs 
bringing but 16c¢ to 18 a dozen. 
Chickens sold from 50c upwards to- 
wards the dollar mark according to 
their quality and weight, while fairly 
good looking ducks brought 75c each. 

One turkey, weighing in the neighbor- 
hood of 12 pounds was offered at 
$2.35, Sauerkraut brought but 10c a 
quart, while white honey sold for 
8c a pound with the darker variety 
bringing 7c a pound. Plenty of home 
| cooking was offered for sale and was 
soon disposed oftishen the eager pur-| 
chasers saw the advantage of buyicy 
with the prices which were in ae 
at the inside market. 

Despite the fact that some little 

snow fell early Saturday morning 
the outside market was fairly well at- 
tended with the feature being one 
vendor selling maple syrup at 55c a 
quart or $2.25 a gallon. The’ syrup 
was fresh made this year. A sharp 
decline in the prices of vegetables | 
was noted when carrots, .parsnips, on-| 
fons and turnips all sold for 20c a 
peck, while potatoes dropped to 65c | 
and 70c a bag.-Sage brought 5c al 
bunch, while fine large squash sold, 
for 10¢ and 15c according to their 
size with smaller individual squash | 
selling for a nickel each.
